IDEA CAME IN 1930 


In 1930 he hit upon his ingenious 
idea of the Irish Sweepstake, which 
was a success from the start, 
not only for the hospitals and 
for McGrath, but for Ireland as a 
whole. Less than 25% of the tickets 
are sold in Ireland.’ Thus three- 
quarters of the money netted by the 
hospitals and the Irish State comes 
from overseas, The two biggest 
customers have been the United 
States and Great Britain, whose 
citizens between them have bought 
more than half the tickets sold.

Polish Break With 


Vatican Condemned 


The Polish Ambassador to the 
Vatican, M. Casimir Papee, has in- 
formed the Papal Secretary of State 
that his Government does not i“ 
the 
notice of the Provisional Govern- 
ment of National Unity, expressing 
its desire to break off the Concordat 
signed between Poland and the Holy 
See on February 10th, 1925. 

“The Poksh Government refers 
to the declaration transmitted on the 
occasion of the signature on April 
21st last by the Lublin Committee, 
of a pact of friendship, mutual aid, 
and collaboration after the war with 
the Soviet Union, in which declara- 
tion the Polish Government under- 
lined that from the point of view 
of international law all agreements 
concluded by the Lublin administra- 
tion are totally devoid'‘of all legal 
basis whatsoever, as that administra- 
tion cannot be identified with the 
Government of the Polish Republic 
and does not represent the will of 
the Polish nation,” ‘proceeds M. 
Capee’s note. 

This step of the so-called “Polish 
Provisional Government of National 
Unity” only confirms the opinion 
of the Polish Government. “The 
alleged Government is nothing but 
a group of usurpers imposed upon 
Poland by foreigners, and does not, 
in the least degree, express the will 
of the Polish nation whose deep 
attachment to the Church and the 
Catholic Faith is generally known.”

) MR. ATTLEE’S SPEECH 


The British Premier's visit to 
Washington is contin wide- 
spread interest in the United 
States. When the British people 
chose a Socialist Government at 
the general election last summer 
American’ opinion was  pro- 
foundly shocked. It hardly is too 
much to say that- Mr. Winston 
Churchill’ was:almost as popular 
in the United States as he was 
throughout the British Common- 
wealth. The fact that he was the 
son Of an American mother en- 
hanced that popularity; but, quite 
apart from the personal factor, 
the Americans could not under- 
stand why their British allies had 
thrown over such an outstanding 
leader at a time when the war 
against Japan had yet to be won. 
Furthermore; most Americans, 
whether they happen to be 
Democrats or: Republicans in 
their domestic affairs, have a 
deep-seated distrust of Socialism 
in any shape or form. American 
democracy is based firmly on the 
capitalist system, which hitherto 
has provided the people of the 
United States with careers. open 
to all the talents; and when the 
British “went” Socialist, as it 
were, overnight, all sorts of dark 
and desperate machinations were 
suspected—mainly, of course, at 
the expense of the United States 
Then Mr. Clement Attlee went 
to meet President Truman at 
Washington. Nobody could be 
less like a revolutionary leader 
than this unpretentious product 
of Haileybury and Oxford, who 
became a Fabian of the Webb- 
Shaw school when first he came 
into direct contact with the 
people.of his own constituency at 
Limehouse. He lacks the colour 
and forceful personality of Mr 
Churchill, but, then, men of the 
Churchill stamp do not often 
appear on the political scene. He 
may be described as a typical 
Englishman of his class, and the 
mere fact that he has been leader 
of the Labour Party for a number 
of years indicates that he possesses 
qualities which hardly have had 
time yet to make themselves felt 
in world affairs. The primary 
purpose of his American visit 
has been to discuss what is 
known as “atomic policy” with 
President Truman and Mr. 
Mackenzie King, the Prime 
Minister of Canada. — On this 
policy tremendous issues . hang. 
The American President already 
has declared with some bluntness 
that the secrets of the atomic 
bomb will not bé shared with 
anybody. It seems that the British 
and the Canadians have been 
taken to some extent into the 
confidence of the United States; 
but Russia has been left out in 
the cold, where, if President 
Truman and his advisers have 
their way, she is likely to remain. 
Mr. Attlee holds the view which 
is held by most men who fealise 
the dire possibilities of the misuse 
of atomic energy. He urges that 
all the. available knowledge 
should be pooled, and that the 
further development of this 
staggering discqvery should be 
placed under the control of the 
United Nations’ Organisation at 
the earliest possible moment. 
Presumably, Mr. Attlee feels, as 
so many ‘others on this side of 
the Atlantic feel, that the ostenta- 
tious withholding from Russia of 
information concerning atomic 
energy can lead only to further 
misunderstandings, and that, in 
the long run, nothing. can be 
gained, whereas much can be lost, 
by “the isolation of the Soviets 
from their allies. 

The most interesting feature of 
Mr. Attlee’s American visit was 
his speech at a joint session of 
Congress. He did not say any- 
thing spectacular. The matter, as 
well as the manner of his state- 
ment was coldly practical, un- 
decorated by a single purple 
patch. One member of the 
Senate is reported to have 
described it as “a nice little 
speech by a nice little guy”; but 
those who take the trouble to 
read it with any care will realise 
that ‘it was a well-thought-out 
exposition of. British policy at 
home and abroad. Mr. Attlee 
knows very well that there is a 
large section of American 
opinion which is hostile to Great 
Britain. This element is strongly 
opposed to the grant of financial 
aid to the United Kingdom, and 
has been doing its best to hinder 
the negotiations which have been 
in progress for some time between 
a British financial mission, headed 
by Lord Keynes, and representa- 
tives of the Washington Govern- 
ment. It has been argued that Great 
Britain not only is bankrupt but 
also moribund; that her delegates 
have come to the United States 
as mendicants, with their hats in 
their hands; and that any attempt 
to get them out of their difficul- 
ties would be merely to throw 
good American money after bad. 
This attitude has been particularly 
well marked since the Attlee 
Government came into power. 
The old bogey of Socialist 
irresponsibility has 
before the eyes of the American 
people; and part.of Mr. Attlee’s 
task has been to do something to 
counteract the propaganda that is 
being made against his Adminis- 
tration. ‘Even his severest critics 
in America admit that his speech 
to Congress was well-argued, 
and, above all; extremely reason- 
able. The British Socialists do 
not favour wild-cat schemes. 
Already they have shown that 
they have no intention to bring 
about violent upheavals at home, 


while their foreign policy, as

tween Russia and the United 
States. For the general peace of 
the world it is essential that every- 
thing possible should be done to 
remove the @uspicions that un- 
happily exist at present. Moscow 
distrusts Washington just as much 
as Washington distrusts Moscow; 
and Great Britain, psychologically 
as well as geographically, is in 
between these two _ gigantic 
Powers. It seems that, as a first 
step towards the improvement of 
Russo- American relations, 
Russian Government is being in-. 
vited to make a full and frank 
statement of its requirements 
from the security point of view 
If it can be persuaded to take this’ 
step—and Mr. Attlee is almost 
the ideal mediator—at least the 
world will know where it stands, 
and will be able to adjust its 
plans accordingly. 


Where’er You Walk 

The beauty of many Dublin 
streets derives in great measure 
from the orderly rows of trees 
along the sidewalks. They may 
have their inconveniences—chief 
among which, perhaps, is their 
tendency to coquet with double- 
decked 'buses—but who would 
prefer the streets to be without 
them on that account? A tréeless 
‘road or street is largely without. 
character, and we can have 
nothing but praise for the Irish 
Roadside Tree Association, 
which, as was stated at its annual 
meeting last Friday, has lost no 


opportunity to stress the need of» 


trees in all schemes for new 
roads and housing estates. How 
bare a new housing coloriy looks 
without the trees that add grace 
to the older suburbs! It rests 
with the public, however, to 
decide- whether that appearance 
of barrenness is to last for per- 
petuity. The designers of a 
housing scheme ‘an plan for 
trees; the local authority can 
plant them, but only the public 
conscience can give them a 
chance to grow to maturity. It 
is a sorry tribute to .the van- 
dalism prevailing in Dublin that 
every young tree must be fenced, 
in order to prevent it from 
being torn down by irresponsible 
urchins; it is even more pitiful that 
ingenuity should find a way so 
often to offset these defences and 
to destroy the young tree in 
despite of everything. Does a 
similar itch for destruction exist 
in other cities of these islands? 
It certainly does not—or did not 
—exist in the capitals of conti- 
nental Europe, where every 
citizen, young and old, seemed to 
take a special pride in the 
amenities of his city, and would 
not have.touched a tree, how- 
ever inviting and unprotected. 
We agree with Mr. W. M. Ander- 
son, a speaker at Friday’s meet- 
ing, who recommended that the 
schools should be approached 
with a view to the inculcation 
of some sense of civic responsi- 
bility,into the children. It would 
be a sad thing, indeed, if, 
through the constant frustration 
of its efforts, the Corporation 
should lose patience and should 
abandon its policy of tree- 
planting in the new housing 
schemes aad along the new 
roads.

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DUBLIN AUDIENCES - 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ISH TIM 

Sin,—Back in Ireland after over 
five years, | broke my journey to 
Connacht to renew acquaint: 
ance with people and things in 
Dublin. It seemed natural to visit 
the Abbey Theatre and the Gate. 
It would seem that the great days 
of the Abbey are over; one. misses: 
both the acting and the personali- 
ties of the players, and, with 
this decline, there would seem to 
have. been a decline in the .in- 
teHigence -of the audience. In 
Engiand one would describe it as a 
“ music-hall audience.” The play 
was “The Plough and the Stars. 
The audiénce laughed in several 
wrong places—the cast, of course, 
cannot be held blameless in this 
matter—but quite horrifyingly they 
laughed at the end, when it 
poe be recalled, the British soldiers 
callously light cigarettes and pour 
out tea and sing “ There's a silver 
lining” in the room in’ which the 
body of the old woman, whom one 
of them has inadvertently shot 
dead when she appeared at 
the window, lies on the floor 
covered with a sheet. For sheer 
insensitiveness this surely takes 
a lot of beating! The Irish are 
supposed to be possessed-of sen- 
sitive imagination. Has the general 
lowering of public morals—in the 
broadest sense—of which many of 
us are acutely aware in England, 
affected this country, too, but with- 
out the war-weary excuse it is legi- 
timate to make for England? 

I was assured that at the Gate 
Theatre I should find a more in- 
telligent audience. I found a higher 
standard of acting and a much 
smaller audience—which laughed 
when “John Donne” mentioned 
that yet another child was on the 
way. Since when was a 
family camic in Ireland? But, 
perhaps, hardest of all to forgive 
this alleged “more intelligent” 
audience was the way in which it 
chattered all through the incidental 
music. A trio of musicians, the 
Gate Theatre Orchestra, gave. as 
overture Bach’s Branden Con- 
certo No. 3. In the second inter- 
val it gave Beethoven’s lovely Lar- 
ghetto from the Second Symphony, 
but neither Bach nor Beet oven, re- 
ceived any attention from ‘the 
audience (nor did a pleasant Han- 
del-Harty arrangement in the first 
interval)}—they chattered throughout 
the performance, and then ap- 
plauded at the end! 

The Abbey has made a step in 
the right direction by refusing late- 
comers admission till the end of 
the first act; perhaps the Gate 
should continue t educative 
work by putting up large notices 
an, ga silence during the orches- 
tral interludes—or dispense with 
the music. (Though an audience 
like that would probably never 
notice; but Bach and Beethoven 
and Handel, at least, should be 
spared having their works debased 
by gi used as a mere back- 
ground for chatter . . . }—Yours,

Some time ago a heron was killed 
in my little river; and, on opening 
its crop, Í found no less than ‘five 
quite nice-sized little trout. Now, 
assuming that this was its daily 
meal, and also assuming that there 
must be hundreds of thousands of 
these pests, stationed at intervals, on 
all the waterways of Eire, all bent 
on getting their daily meal, it is 
little wonder that the trout-fishing 
is not what it might be. 

In all probability, something 
approaching one million little trout 
are killed daily by these birds, 
simply because some people con- 
sider them to be decorative and wish 
to protect them. I have also seen 
them swoo cm down on little 
families of duc lings and whipping 
them up off the water, wiping out a 
whole family in a few minutes. 

I am all for the Protectidn of 
Birds Society, buf say might dis- 
criminate between the birds that do 
harm and those that do not.—

Ancient Irish Mayoral 
Regalia Bought 

A pair of finely-worked silver 
maces and sword, traditionally 
part of the regalia of the ancient 
Corporation of Cashel, Co. Tip- 
perary, have been acquired by Mr. 
J. W. Dulanty, Eire High Com- 
missioner in London, and will 
shortly be presented to the National 
Museum. They were purchased in 
London on Thursday last 'at a sale 
of old Irish and English silver in 
Sotheby’s Bond street art galleries. 
The sales, which totalled £16,046, 
included £1,100 paid on behalf of 
an Irish collector for a Charles II 
Irish silver toilet set of extreme 
rarity, which formerly was part of 
the Hearst collection. 

The maces are each engraved on 
the heads with the Royal Arms 
and enclosed by a pierced cresting 
form of fleur-de-lys and crosses 
pattée, above a band chased at 
regular intervals with Tudor roses 
and iozenge motifs on a scale 
ground. Below are four panels 
divided by ribbing, one engraved 
with the Royal Cipher, another 
with the Tudor Rose, another with 
a harp, the other with a fleur-de- 
lys, the tapered shafts mounted 
with three reeded collars, plain 
boss terminals unmarked, circa 
1630 (one faulty) 214 inc. 

The silver-mounted sword has a 
flattened bulbous pommel, chased 
and engraved, with two narrower 
bands of foliage and g¢crolls, The 
cover to the grip is missing. The 
quillons, which are faulty, are over- 
laid with silver embo with 
flower heads and m — 
leafage. The broad, double-edg 
and tapered blade is deeply grooved 
at the ricasso, and stamped on either 
side with the Stag mark. The 
scabbard is covered with red velvet 
and has silver mounts, one of which 
is engraved with the Royal Arms, 
similar to the maces. it measures 
3ft. Sing, and is probably German ' 
16th century. e arms are 
probably those of Charles I. 

Cashel was the scene of the 
famous Synod of Cashel (1172)), 
which condemned ecclesiastical dis- 
orders, and introduced. Roman 
discipline and Papal authority. It 
was an Archbishop's See until 183 
when it was join 
Lismore as a Bishopric. 

The silver toilet set, which was 
designed by John Phi ; Dublin, 
in 1680, is embossed in les
